Cedar Rapids, Iowa 

After the raging Cedar River filled 
his home with 13 feet of water 
and ruined most of his posses- 
sions, Justin Van Fleet pleaded for 
help from the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency to get back 
on his feet. 

Dead broke and living in a FEMA 
trailer following the 2008 flood, Van 
Fleet repeatedly submitted paper- 
work and made countless phone 
calls arguing his case. After seven 
months, the agency finally gave him 
more than $20,000, which he said 
gave him his life back and allowed 
him to move into a house. 

Then in March, a letter arrived 
from the government with a shock- 
ing message: He should never have 
gotten the money. And he had just 
30 days to pay it all back. 

The agency is asking Van Fleet 
and thousands of other Americans 
who were victims of natural disas- 
ters to return more than $22 million 


in government aid, acknowledging it 
mistakenly made payments to many 
people who were ineligible. 

FEMA is required by law to 


recover improperly spent money, 
but most of the people who were 
helped said they used the cash 
years ago, and they don’t want to 


Backstory 

Documents show that FEMA is 
seeking payments from more than 
5,500 people who were affected by 
129 separate disasters since 2005, 
including floods, tornados, hur- 
ricanes and Other calamities from 
Arkansas to American Samoa. The 
agency is still reviewing records, 
and more repayment requests could 
go out soon, including to victims of 
Hurricane Katrina. FEMA admits the 
payments were largely its own fault 
— but the agency is still obligated to 
try to recover the money, (ap)

People who are asked to make 
repayments have several options.

As al-Qaeda struggles to 
prove its relevance, the group has 
become increasingly decentralized 
and prone to internal disputes. 

“You almost have to start 
with the question of ‘Can he be 
replaced?’ said Lt. Col. Reid Saw- 
yer, the director of the West Point, 


N.Y.-based Countering Terrorism 
Center. 

If al-Qaeda does pick a succes- 
sor, Sawyer and other analysts said 
Ayman al-Zawahri, 59, is the most 
likely choice because he was bin 
Laden’s longtime deputy and has 
far more experience than young- 
er candidates. 

“If he is passed over for some- 
one else, it tells me that al-Qaeda 
has already splintered,” said Fawaz 
Gerges, an al-Qaeda scholar at the 


London School of Economics. 

But al-Zawahri lacks bin Laden’s 
personal appeal, and some mem- 
bers of al-Qaeda have found him a 
controlling micromanager, said a 
U.S. official in Washington. 

Al-Zawahri has not been heard 
from since bin Laden’s death, and 
a communique confirming bin 
Laden was killed was signed by 
the “General Command of al-Qae- 
da” and did not address the issue 
of succession, (ap)

Special Ops Focus 
An Afghan Option 


By helping to train 
local forces, U.S. may 
speed exit strategy 

Patika, Afghanistan 

Senior U.S. officials are beginning 
to speak cautiously of a new spe- 
cial-operations-led model as the 
way ahead in Afghanistan. Rough- 
ly 100,000 U.S. conventional forc- 
es would draw down to fewer than 
30,000 by the end of 2014, while 
special operations forces would 
mentor local forces and continue 
raids against militants. 

Three senior administration 
officials and two officials in Con- 
gress laid out the plan on condi- 
tion of anonymity. 

Under the proposal, special 
operations troops would keep hunt- 
ing Taliban and al-Qaeda, but most, 
including Navy SEALs, would men- 
tor and fight alongside Afghans for 
possibly a decade to come. 

It’s somewhere between the cur- 
rent counterinsurgency strategy, 
with large numbers of convention- 
al forces holding territory, and the 
narrow one favored by Vice Presi- 
dent Joe Biden during the Obama 
administration’s 2009 debate over 
its Afghanistan policy. 

There is precedent for that kind 
of train-and-fight force, such as the 
U.S. military mission that started in 


Meanwhile ... 

Hundreds of insurgents on Tues- 
day attacked Afghan police check- 
points in a remote province, but 
failed to overrun the government 
positions, officials said. The assault 
in Nuristan province, a mountain- 
ous area bordering Pakistan, is the 
second significant Taliban attack on 
Afghan government forces in four 
days. In Kabul, the Afghan military 
said it would not send reinforce- 
ments and NATO claimed to know 
nothing about the attacks, (ap) 


the Philippines in 2001, where U.S. 
troops are helping Filipino troops 
battle Islamic insurgents. 

In an interview with the AP, 
Gen. David Petraeus, the U.S. com- 
mander in Afghanistan, praised 
the Afghans, who he said conduct 
three to four raids a week against 
militant targets in the capital. 

The success of such units marks 
a shift toward Afghan indepen- 
dence, and a possible exit strate- 
gy for the U.S.

“The picture 
is looking good for us,” he said.

In another boost to the oppo- 
sition, the State Department said 
the first load of non-lethal U.S. 
military aid, including more than 
10,000 meals, for the rebels landed 
Tuesday at the port in their head- 
quarters city, Benghazi. 

The opposition also cited gains 
along a long-deadlocked front near 
the eastern town of Ajdabiya. The 
latest airstrikes and advances may 
give the rebels new momentum in 
their fight to oust Gadhafi. (ap)

Metro Rolls Out New Tlyer ’ Buses 


Hybrid-electric model 
more fuel-efficient, less 
prone to breakdowns 

Transportation 

Metro takes plenty of heat from 
bus riders who complain that older 
buses break down too often and 
wheelchair lifts don’t work prop- 
erly. But Tuesday, transit officials 
showed off a new hybrid- electric 
bus that — in theory — is supposed 
to solve some of those problems. 

The “Flyer Xcelsior XDE40” 
is an updated version of Metro’s 
diesel buses, some of which are 
15 years old. 


The Flyer is likely to break down 
less frequently — every 9,000 to 

10.000 miles versus every 3,000 to 

4.000 miles now for some of Met- 
ro’s older buses, officials said dur- 
ing a tour. It will also be more fuel- 
efficient — getting more than five 
miles to the gallon versus 3.8 miles 
per gallon. 

“This is the Prius of buses,” said 
Jack Requa, assistant general man- 
ager of Metro’s bus service depart- 
ment. “This is truly an efficient, 
intelligent bus.” 

Metro has already replaced 401 
of its older buses that ran on diesel 
with hybrid buses that are more 
fuel-efficient. The new order of 
152 Flyer Xcelsiors will bring the 


Pass Problems 

Many bus riders in the region 
are having trouble adding value 
to their SmarTrip electronic fare 
cards. Some passengers have 
received receipts from machines 
that say they can’t add bus fare 
because their cards have ex- 
pired, despite the cards having 
expiration dates far into the fu- 
ture.

fleet of hybrid buses to 553. Metro 
has about 600 buses that run on 
diesel. 

The transit system has a con- 
tract with New Flyer of Ameri- 
ca, based in Winnipeg, Canada, to 


buy 152 of the new hybrid-electric 
buses. They’ll begin to roll out the 
new buses, which cost $571,737 
each, starting later this month. By 
the end of the year, Metro plans 
to have all the new hybrid electric 
buses in service. 

The new hybrid electric buses 
will go to Metro’s depots at Bladens- 
burg. Friendship Heights and White 
Flint. Metro officials said passengers 
should have a more comfortable ride 
in the buses, which feature “better- 
cushioned, lumbar-supported” seats, 
handhold straps that hang down 
lower for those who stand, and an 
improved system to monitor heating

O’Malley Signs Md. Tliition BiU 



Annapolis, Md. 

Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley, a 
Democrat, signed off on legislation 
Tuesday that extends in-state tuition 
breaks to illegal immigrants, setting 
up a showdown with opponents who 
have already started gathering peti- 
tion signatures to try to force a ref- 
erendum on the law. 

Supporters, including dozens of 
religious leaders, immigrant advo- 
cates, Democratic lawmakers and 
students, crowded into the gover- 
nor’s reception room to pose for 
photos and celebrate during the 
bill-signing. 

“We’ve got guts,” said Del. Ana 
Sol Gutierrez, D -Montgomery, a 
longtime advocate for the bill. “We 
were willing to go against the tide 
and stand up for something that is 
the right thing to do.” 

Sponsors had worked for years 
to pass legislation that would allow 
illegal immigrant students in Mary- 


land to continue their education by 
paying in-state tuition at the state’s 
four-year institutions. But the mea- 
sure was a tough sell even among 
some Democrats because of con- 
cerns about competition for a limit- 


ed number of slots for residents. 

Opponents of the bill have until 
June 30 to collect the more than 
55,000 signatures required to hold 
a public vote on the law. ann e. mari-

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D.C. Teachers Face Cuts 


More than 600 to be 
eliminated in move 
tantamount to layoffs 

Washington 

The District has told about 660 
teachers and other school employ- 
ees that their jobs will be elimi- 
nated next month because of bud- 
get cuts and enrollment shifts but 
that they will be eligible for other 
spots in the system, a process that 
union leaders call tantamount to 
layoffs. 

D.C. officials call it “excessing,” 
a routine annual redistribution of 
job slots in which schools with bud- 
get, enrollment or program chang- 
es often shed jobs while others 
gain them. This year, those being 


“excessed” may find it tougher to 
land another position. 

Under the old collective bar- 
gaining agreement between the 
District and the Washington 
Teachers’ Union, excessing was 
handled on a seniority basis, and 
teachers cut loose were guaran- 
teed other spots.

Seniority still counts, but not for 
nearly as much. 

Moreover, placement of excessed 
teachers requires “mutual con- 
sent,” meaning that school princi- 
pals aren’t required to pick them up 
and can elect to hire newly recruit- 
ed teachers instead. Teachers in 
good standing who cannot find a 
position have the option of accept- 
ing a $25,000 buyout, early retire- 
ment, or a year at full salary and 
benefits to keep looking for a spot 
in the school system. 

Nathan Saunders, president of 
the union, said Monday that under 
the new contract, excessing is just 
a way to purge the school system 
of older teachers. “Excessing is the 
new teacher firing,” he said. “It’s a 
lot more palatable, politically cor- 
rect term.” (the Washington post)

Microsoft spends 
a fortune on Skype 
to bring new life to 
its sluggish empire

Imagine using your Xbox and switch- 
ing from a game to a video chat with 
a faraway friend holding an iPad. 
Or going into your office email to 
invite Grandma to a virtual family 
reunion beamed on TV sets to rela- 
tives across the country. 

Microsoft’s $8.5 billion purchase 
of Skype is supposed to make using 
the Internet for video phone calls as 
common as logging on to Facebook 
or instant messaging is today. 

If it wins regulatory approval, the 
deal announced Tuesday provides 
Microsoft, the world’s largest soft- 
ware maker, with the means to sell 
more digital advertising and offer 
more popular conferencing tools to 
help businesses save money. Skype’s 
services also span hot markets — 
online socializing, mobile phones 
and digital video — where Microsoft 
has been struggling to catch up with 
Facebook, Apple and Google. 

Analysts and investors couldn’t 
seem to agree whether Microsoft is 
wasting its money on an unprofit- 
able service or has pulled off a coup 
that will help it restore clout. Micro- 
soft stock was virtually unchanged, 
falling 0.6 percent. 

About 170 million people world- 
wide who use Skype regularly for calls 
and chats. Microsoft believes it can 
attract hundreds of millions more by 
weaving Skype into its products. Not 
just Windows, which runs on eight of 
every 10 computers and servers on 
the planet, but also its Outlook email 
program, software for phones and the 
Xbox video game console. 

Microsoft already has a Skype- 
like service called Windows Live. 
But the real Skype is far more pop- 
ular and bridges different comput- 


ers and phones. Already, someone 
using the Skype application on an 
iPhone can talk to someone who has 
it installed on a Dell laptop. 

For businesses, Microsoft has 
separate communications software. 
Building Skype into it would make 
it easier for corporate users to con- 
duct video chats with people at other 
companies, or from home, said Bern 
Elliott, an analyst at the research 
firm Gartner Inc. 

Skype allows users to make voice 
and video calls for free or for pen- 


nies. Calls from one Skype account 
to another are free. Those to a lan- 
dline or cell phone using the regu- 
lar phone network cost money, but 
much less than going through the 
phone company. 

Microsoft pledged to keep Skype 
in all the places it is currently avail- 
able, including mobile devices that 
run of the software of two major 
rivals, Apple and Google. Skype users 
don’t have to pay to install the soft- 
ware on Apple’s iPhone, iPad com- 
puter tablet or devices running on 


Google’s Android system. 

The new ownership probably means 
more advertising in Skype’s video ser- 
vices along with potentially compelling 
new uses. Skype only recently began 
experimenting with ads. Microsoft, 
which has a much larger sales team, 
intends to expand them. 

It’s also conceivable that Micro- 
soft could expand Skype’s video chat- 
ting services into Facebook, the social 
networking site that has more than 
500 million users of its own. Micro- 
soft owns a 1.6 percent stake in Face- 
book, and both have an interest in 
cutting into Google’s power. 

Microsoft’s pursuit of Skype may 
have even been motivated by a desire 
to make sure Google didn’t buy it 
first, said technology analyst Rob 
Enderle. “Either Microsoft or Google 
could turn Skype into an internation- 
al standard,” Enderle said. “Micro- 
soft didn’t want to be at the other 
end of that.” (ap)

The Washington Wizards are 
again the Washington Bullets — 
in everything but name. 

The NBA team unveiled its new 
red, white and blue color scheme 
and uniforms Tuesday, a blast from 
the past that was overwhelming- 
ly welcomed as long overdue. The 
modern colors worn since the team 
changed its name in 1997 always 
seemed a bit out of place in the 
nation’s capital. 

“When I looked at the Wizards 
when they played in the teal, I did 
not really recognize them as part 
of the Bullet organization,” said 
Hayes, the Hall of Fame forward 
whose No. 11 is retired in the raf- 
ters. “It was like another team had 
began to represent them because 
they changed their name and they 
changed their colors and I think it 
was so drastic.” 

The makeover was spurred by 
Ted Leonsis, who took over the 
franchise after the death of long- 
time owner Abe Pollin in Novem- 
ber 2009. Fans and former players 
bent Leonsis’ ear and inundated his 
inbox, telling him they preferred 


the old look of the team. Plus, he 
had already gone through this rou- 
tine once, having changed his NHL 
Capitals back to red, white and blue 
a few years ago. 

“It’s just part of a set of overall 
things that we’re trying to accom- 
plish,” Leonsis said. “I’m not naive 
enough to think that changing 
the colors [by itself] will improve 
anything, but I saw the power of 
the change and newness with the 
Capitals.”

Sometimes, the best hire is the one 
you don’t make. 

Almost 50 years ago, when 
Frank McGuire left North Caroli- 
na for the NBA, very few Tar Heel 
supporters wanted to see his quiet, 
unassuming, 30-year-old assistant 
take his place. The exception was 
the school’s chancellor, who decided 
to give Dean Smith the job. 

In 1980, Duke Athletic Director 
Tom Butters was being pushed by 
Bob Knight to hire one of Knight’s 
former assistants: Bob 
^ Weltlich. Butters’ gut 
told him an unknown 
1 coach at Army with 
an impossible to pro- 
nounce name was the 
ESGSSm right guy, but he didn’t 
liliiillir think he could hire a 
coach from that level who had just 
gone 9-17. So he sent Mike Krzyze- 
wski home. That’s when Butters’ top 
lieutenant asked: “Do you think he’s 
the best coach for the job?” 

“Absolutely,” said Butters, who 
then decided on the Army coach. 

Mark Turgeon is not a good 
hire for Maryland; he’s a great 
hire. There are plenty of numbers 
to prove it, but the most impressive 
one is this: He went to four-straight 
NCAA tournaments at Texas A&M, 
which couldn’t care less about bas- 
ketball in a league (Big 12) that has 
been at least as competitive as the 
ACC during that period. Here is the 
list of ACC coaches who have been

» Mark Turgeon went 97-40 in four 
years at Texas A&M, making the 
NCAA tournament each season. 

» He is the only coach in Big 12 
history with at least 24 victories in 
each of his four seasons. 

» Turgeon is 250-159 after 13 seasons 
overall as a head coach, including 
seven with Wichita State. He went 
128-99 with the Shockers and reached 
the Sweet 16 in 2006.

in the NCAA tournament the past 
four seasons: Krzyzewski. 

If Maryland fans have learned 
anything in recent years, it is that 
you can’t take making it to the tour- 
nament for granted. They were 
spoiled when Gary Williams got 
the Terrapins there for 11-straight 
seasons. It hasn’t been so easy since 
then: three bids in seven years. 

Even if he wasn’t Maryland’s 
first choice, Turgeon can coach. He 
can also recruit. He’s young, two 
years older than Williams when 
he was hired in 1989. He has plen- 
ty of pedigree, having played and 
coached under Larry Brown and 
coached under Roy Williams. No, 
he won’t cry like OF Roy or declare 
his kids to be the greatest group 
assembled since the first group of 
astronauts. He’ll just coach the hell

Haynesworth’s Lawyer Denies Charges

Redskins defensive lineman Albert 
Haynesworth did not grope a wait- 
ress at a hotel bar and intends to 
fight the accusation, his lawyer said 
Tuesday in entering a not guilty 
plea to a misdemeanor charge of 
sexual abuse. 


Haynesworth, who was not 
present at his arraignment in D.C.

For the first time in the “Rock the 
Red” era, the biggest decision the 
Capitals will make this offseason 
isn’t centered around a contract 
for a young, core player. This time, 
it’s whether or not to keep coach 
Bruce Boudreau who ushered in 
D.C.’s hockey renaissance. 

Despite another playoff flame- 
out and fans calling for a replace- 
ment, General Manager George 
McPhee, who will make the final 
call, has already hinted that 
“Gabby” will be back.

Playoff Failures 

Fire him: While McPhee claims 
there’s no difference between a 
regular season coach and a playoff 
coach, fans have seen a disparity. In 
four years, Boudreau has beaten only 
one team in the playoffs, the New 
York Rangers, and won only two of six 
series. 

Keep him: Boudreau's 17-20 post- 
season record isn't pretty, but history 
shows patience can pay off. Legend- 
ary coach Scotty Bowman started his 
career with four consecutive failed 
postseasons before winning nine 
Stanley Cups with three different 
franchises. 


The Bottom Line 

There are two reasons Boudreau 
should stay. First, good, experi- 
enced coaching is at a premium. 
Finding a home-run hire would be 
tough. Second: The players de- 
serve the blame even if Boudreau 
needs to be stricter, (r.a.) 


Losing the Room? 

Fire him: As seen on HBO, the 
coach's curse-laden rants did little to 
change fortunes on the ice during an 
eight-game losing streak. Washington’s 
performances against Tampa Bay have 
left many wondering if the Caps have 


tuned Boudreau out. 

Keep him: Boudreau has had long 
relationships with many players, dat- 
ing back to their time with the AHL's 
Hershey Bears. And he turned the Caps 
into a defensive-minded club, a system 
few thought the team could adapt to. 

Not Doing Enough? 

Fire him: Some say Boudreau isn’t 
strict enough and hasn't created a cul- 
ture of hard work. A dominant first round 
followed by a second-round sweep 
summed up the erratic work ethic. 

Keep him: What more could Bou- 
dreau have done? After being ousted 
by the Canadiens last season, he 
revamped the defense, won another 
division title, and when the Capitals 
followed his plan, they outclassed the 
Rangers in the first round.

Grace Potter is in the middle of an 
electrifying concert with her band, 
the Nocturnals, performing ret- 
ro-rock grooves from their break- 
through album, when she takes what 
seems like a surprising detour and 
launches into a Beyonce song. 

Tell me, 
baby, why don’t you love me?” Potter 
howls as she does a rendition of the 
Beyonce jam so perfect she seems to 
have morphed into the diva.

from side to side. The only big dif- 
ference between the two singers: 
Potter has a guitar strapped around 
her body. 

It’s taken time for Potter to 
release her inner Beyonce, but it’s 
a transformation that Potter felt 
was necessary if she and the Noc- 
turnals were going to fully realize 
their rock ’n’ roll dreams. 

“It took a lot of years for me to

Travel Planning 

When do I need to 
carry a passport? 

Basically for all foreign travel, with 
a few caveats. Since 2009, the Unit- 
ed States has required Americans 
to carry a passport or an accept- 
ed alternative when traveling to 
Bermuda, Mexico, Canada and 17 
Caribbean nations. U.S. territories 
such as Puerto Rico, the U.S. Vir- 
gin Islands and Guam are exempt, 
as are cruises that begin and end 
in U.S. ports. 

Children younger than 16 trav- 
eling to the above destinations by 
land or sea can still use their U.S. 
birth certificate (original or copy) 
or another proof of citizenship to 
re-enter the States. Also, U.S. pass- 
port cards valid for sea and land 
crossings (note: not air) are accept- 
able for travelers of all ages. Cost 
is $55 for first-time adult passport 
applicants, $40 for those younger 
than 16 and $30 for valid passport 
holders. For application info, visit 
travel.state.gov/passportppt_card/ 
ppt_card_3926.html. 


What if my 
passport is running 
out of pages? 

If you're down to two to four visa 
pages, you need to fatten up 
your book. Send your passport, 
DS-4085 form and $82 to; 
National Passport Processing 
Center, P.O.Box 90106, 
Philadelphia, Pa., 19190-0106. 


How much advance 
time do 1 need to apply 
for a passport? 

It can never be too soon. If your 
passport is nearing its expira- 
tion date, renew as soon as pos- 
sible, because some countries 
require passports to be valid for 
six months after a traveler’s entry 
or return date. 

Can I apply by mail? 

Not if you’re a first-timer. Mail-ins 
are for renewers whose old pass- 
ports were issued within the past 
15 years and haven’t been damaged 


or stolen or haven’t expired. 

To renew a passport, place a 
DS-82 application form (available 
on the State Department Web site, 
at post offices and at travel agen- 
cies), your most recent passport, one 
2-by-2-inch photo and a check for 
$110 made out to the U.S. Depart- 
ment of State in a padded enve- 
lope. If your name has changed, 
also include a certified copy of 
the legal document specifying the 
change. Mail to National Passport 
Processing, P.O. Box 13408, Phila- 
delphia, Pa. 19101-3408. 

Who must apply in 
person, and what is 
the process? 

In-person rules apply to those to 
whom the following apply: 
w You’re a first-time applicant. 

» Your passport was lost, stolen or 
damaged. (If lost or stolen, you 
must also complete form DS-64.) 
s Your old passport expired and 
was issued more than 15 years ago 
or before you turned 16. 

» Your name has changed. 

» You’re 14 to 17 years old. A par- 
ent or legal guardian must be pres- 
ent if you do not have acceptable 
identification. Parental consent 
also may be requested. For chil- 
dren younger than 16, consent and 
appearance by both parents or legal 
guardians may be required, as is 
proof of relationship. And yes, even 
newborns and toddlers need a pass- 
port and must be present when 
their parents apply on their behalf

Salad Blessing 


Rabbit food no more. Once relegated to dieters 
and vegans, salads are now a garden away from the 
lettuce bars of yesterday. Food critic and cookbook 
author Patricia Wells, renowned for her cooking classes 
in Paris and Provence, gives bland salads a gourmet 
makeover in “Salad as a Meal: Healthy Main-Dish 
Salads for Every Season” ($35, William Morrow). Wells 
offers more than 150 recipes, such as her asparagus 
“Spring Salad” and picnic-perfect chicken salad, that 
are ripe for seasonal produce. 


Why did you want to write a recipe 
book of salads? 

It’s the way my husband and I 
have eaten for years. I wanted to 
change the perception of salads, to 
bring them out of the tossed greens 
dripping with dressing idea. The 
French have eaten salads for meals 
for centuries, with sausages, ham 
and cheese and greens mixed in. 
It’s a lighter way to eat that doesn’t 
have to be boring. 

So why do we tend to classify 
salads as boring diet food? 

Well, it’s interesting, because if

you call something a salad, people 
are more likely to think it’s light- 
er by default. So you’ll say “pasta 
salad” and people order it because 
they think it’s lighter than a pasta 
dish, when it’s really the same 
thing. Salads are often lighter, but 
not always. 

How are your salads different? 

Salad can mean so many things. 
There are many ways to mix greens 
and nuts and lean proteins like 
shellfish or poultry into salads. You 
can toss together almost anything, 
but you have to know that it’s not a

salad bar. You have to think about 
what you’re putting together for 
the recipe to make sense. 

What must you have in a salad? 

There are four elements that are 
really important. Besides the fresh- 
ness of the ingredients, you need to 
have a crunch, whether it’s nuts or 
seeds or strong vegetables for tex- 
ture. Then you need something 
green, lean protein and a dressing 
in the mix. But the dressing should 
never be doused. There shouldn’t 
be any at the bottom of the bowl 
after it’s tossed. 

You also have recipes for side- 
kicks, or foods to serve with salad. 
Why are those important? 

They complement the salad. If you 
look at my portions, they’re fairly 
moderate, so you want something 
like a flatbread, a crispy bread, or 
ham and cheese bread to balance 
the salads. Soups are also great 
because they fill you up, and they’re 
colorful, and color is so important. 
It makes the dish pleasurable. 


Recipe File 


PATRICIA WELLS’ 
COBB SALAD 


Ingredients 
2 1/2 ounces smoked bacon, 
rind removed, cut into 
matchsticks (3/4 cup) 

» 1 head iceberg lettuce, 
chopped (4 cups) 

» 2 ripe heirloom tomatoes, 
cored, peeled, seeded and 
chopped 

1 large ripe avocado, halved, 
pitted, peeled and cubed 
» 4 ounces chilled blue cheese 
(preferably Roquefort), 
crumbled (1 cup) 
a 4 small spring onions or 
scallions, white part only, 
trimmed, peeled and cut into 
thin rounds 

a Yogurt & Lemon Dressing 
(see below) 

a Coarse, freshly ground black 
pepper 

In a Large, dry skillet, brown the bacon 
over nnoderate heat until crisp and 
golden, about 5 nninutes. With a slot- 
ted spoon, transfer the bacon to sev- 
eral Layers of paper towels to absorb 
the fat. Blot the top of the bacon with 
several Layers of paper towels to ab- 
sorb any additional fat. Set aside. 

In a Large, shallow bowl, connbine 
the bacon.
